“I wanted to be a professional 
wrestler, but I didn’t know any- 
one,’’ Brown explained. ‘You just 
can’t show up at an arena and say, 
‘Here I am, give me a title shot.’ 
You’ve’ gotta know someone, a 
promoter, another wrestler, even 
one of the guys who puts the ring 
together in an arena. You’ve gotta 
meet someone who can help you.” 

The only man Brown knew in 
professional wrestling was Apter, 
and he knew him only through his 
work with the magazines. “I’ve 
been reading The Wrestler and In- 
side Wrestling since I was a kid,” 
Brown said. ‘‘I didn’t exactly know 
Mr. Apter, but I felt like I did.” 

Brown sent his first letter to 
Apter in July of 1982. “I don’t 
even remember seeing the first 
one,”’ Apter said. ‘‘I get a lot of 
mail from fans who want to be 
wrestlers.”’

He looked across the ring, saw 
his opponent, Bobby Jaggers, and 
his mind, trained by four years of 
collegiate wrestling competition, 


switched into gear on its own. “I 
had this system in college,’ he 
said. ‘‘1 wouldn’t look at my oppo- 
nent until right before the match 
started.

Battling bravely, Brown fell vic- 
tim to inexperience and was de- 
feated. ‘“‘He pulled my trunks,” 
Brown said. “It’s no sour grapes, 
*cause I’m not ashamed of that 
match. -I was green. I never ex- 
pected him to pull my trunks to pin 
me. Today, it would be a different 
story.”’ 

Brown has had experience forced 
upon him by some of the toughest 
wrestlers in the Mid-Atlantic area, 
including U.S. champion Dick 
Slater and The Assassins. His wres- 
tling knowledge has increased dra- 
matically since his debut, but 
weighing only 225 pounds, he en- 
ters most of his matches as an ap- 
parent physical underdog. 

“The size differences don’t mean 
a thing to me,” he insists. ‘‘I’m 
one of the new breed of wrestlers. 
I’m coming in at 225, but it’s a 
lean 225, no fat at all. I’ve built 
my body for professional wrestling. 
I train for power, a combination of 
strength and speed. The guys who 
come in at 270 or 280 make a big- 
ger noise when they _ get 
bodyslammed, and that’s the only 
difference. They’re no stronger 
than me.” 

Brown’s training regimen, which 
he designed himself, includes 
weight training, stretching, and car- 
diovascular exercises. ‘‘I see myself 
as a combination of Tony Atlas, 
Butch Reed, and ‘Sweet Brown 
Sugar,’ he said. ‘‘I haven’t come 
up with a name for my style yet, 
but let’s just say that every time I 
get into the ring I’m gunning for it. 
Maybe [Il call it the ‘gun it and 
go.’ ”’ 

Like the wrestlers he mentioned, 
Brown’s goal is to become the first 
black world champion. ‘‘And I 
think I have an advantage over 
them,” he said. ‘‘I’m the youngest. 
I’ve got the calendar on my side.”

Billy Jack’s Own Story 
“1 OWE MY LIFE 


TO PROFESSIONAL 
WRESTLING”

In this story, you'll meet a very different Billy Jack. You'll meet 
Billy Jack as he was before he entered professional wrestling. 
After reading this two-part story, which concludes next month, 
you'll understand Billy much better—and you'll know why he 
truly owes his life to professional wrestling 


By Billy Jack 


HEN I LOOK back on my 

younger life, I see that our 
family was very close. We always 
seemed to be together camping, 
playing cards, traveling—we did ev- 
erything a family could ever want 
to do. 

My dad was a diabetic. He’d 
take insulin shots every morning, 
but he’d never complain. And after 
working 10 hours a day, six days a 
week, as a painter, he’d always 
come home with a smile and a hug 
for his family. My mother always 
gave him a big kiss and told him 
she loved him. 

My dad’s brother, Uncle Red, 
stayed with us almost all the time. 
He was like a second father to me. 

When I was nine years old, I 
started to go to the local Police 
Athletic League Boys Club after 
school. They had pool, ping pong, 
chess, checkers, basketball, foot- 
ball—everything a kid could want. 

In the sixth grade, at age 11, I 
led my school in scoring in basket- 


ball. I did so again in seventh and 
eighth grades, and I was a straight- 
A student. 

In eighth grade, at’ age 13, I was 
playing basketball at the local com- 
munity center and this other boy 
was pushing me .around. We 
started to fight, and the boxing in- 
structor said,‘‘Let’s put on the 
gloves and get into the ring.’’ We 
did, I beat him up, and the instruc- 
tor said he thought I had potential. 

I went home that day and told 
my parents I wanted to become a 
pro boxer and be world champion. 
This worried my mother, but my 
father said, ‘Let the boy try it.” 

I began training in the ring, run- 
ning, and lifting weights. I was 14 
by this time. After school I’d run 
cross-country and then train for an 
hour in the ring. Then I’d go 
home, do my homework, and lift 
weights in the garage for an hour 
before going to bed. 

By the time I was 15, I was box- 
ing one or two matches each

month. I was also sparring with 


Andy Kendall, the number one 
ranked light heavyweight in the 
world at one time. I was 6-feet tall 
and weighed 175 pounds. I was 
muscular and had great hand 
speed. I was starting to turn a few 
heads. My amateur record ended 
up 35-2. 

Then the first of many tragedies 
hit. Uncle Red was killed in a truck 
accident in April 1969. This was a 
big blow to my family. My mother 
was shocked, and she was having 
bad headaches for a week after my 
uncle’s funeral. My dad told her to 
go to the doctor. 

When I got home from school 
that day, nobody was home. But I 
found a note that said Mom: had 
gone to the hospital. I was scared. 
My heart pounded. The phone 
rang, and it was my aunt calling 
from the hospital. She was with my 
father. Mom was in,a coma. Three 
days later, she died from a brain 
tumor. 
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My father was so broken down 
he said he’d kill himself. He didn’t 
want to take his insulin shots. He 
couldn’t go home because of the 


memories. We stayed at my aunt’s’ 


house, and moved into another 


house a month later. 

Five months later, my dad’s 
mother passed away. I can remem- 
ber him holding his head in his 
hand and crying, ‘“Why me? Why 
me?” 

That was my junior year in high 
school. I was 16, and I quit school. 
I started hanging around the wrong 
people. I would get into fights all 
the time. I quit boxing. I started 
losing control of myself. 

My dad thought it would be best 
for me to join the Army. I agreed, 
and signed up for three years. Af- 
ter nine months, I came home on 
leave and never returned. I went 
AWOL for nine months more. 

All my dreams were being shat- 
tered. I was turning into a bum. I 
was good for nothing. The Army 
gave me an undesirable discharge 
and a six-month sentence in the

stockade for going AWOL. 

When I returned home I felt my 
life was a complete failure. I had 
no self-esteem. 

When I was 20, my father went 
blind in his right eye. But he still 
worked every day, and acted like it 
didn’t bother him. 

I got a job as a janitor for $3 an 
hour, which is all I felt I was 
worth. After all, I had quit high 
school, quit the Army, quit box- 
ing—the only thing I didn’t quit 
was lifting weights. It was a way of 
relieving pressure. Some __ people 
drink, some smoke—I chose to lift 
weights. It was the only thing that 
kept me going. 

When I was 21, I started gam- 
bling heavily on the dog races. 
When I lost, ’'d borrow from my 
dad. 

Then I was in a fight that re- 
sulted in a fourth-degree assault 
charge. I was found guilty, but 
since I had a clean record I was 
given probation. 

At 22, I got in another fight. I 
was found guilty, this time for 
harrassment. Once again, I wasn’t 
given any sentence. 

By 23, I had changed jobs three 
or four times. ‘I was still doing jani- 
torial work because I had no 
ambition. 

Then another punch. of tragedy: 
My dad got a detached retina in his 
good eye and became completely 
blind. An operation failed. He 
would never see again. 

Life goes on. 

I was involved in another fight 
when I was 24. I almost killed an- 
other man who was trying to rape 
a woman. I was beating him sense- 
less out of anger. I didn’t know 
when to stop. 

I was- found guilty of a first- 
degree assault charge and received a 
five-year jail sentence. oO

This is a story about a human 
being named Harley Race. He 
found a way to use his occupation 
as a professional wrestler to help a 
young man who had suffered a 
life-shattering injury.

It is likely that Jeff might 
never wrestle or play football 
again. 


_At another high school football 
game the next day, Harley and 
Evon Race heard about the acci- 
dent. They had known _ Jeff 
through their 13-year-old son Jus- 
tin, who wrestled in the same local 
tournaments as Jeff had. ‘‘We 
were so saddened when we heard 
about what happened to Jeff,’ 
Evon said. ‘‘He was such an active 
boy. All of a sudden, he wouldn’t 
be able to play football, he 
wouldn’t be able to wrestle. More 
than that, he-wouldn’t be able to 
brush his teeth or do any of the 
things that we do every day.” 

This was the unfortunate begin- 
ning of the rest of Jeff’s life. After 
diagnosis and observation in a local 
hospital, he was sent to Denver to 
begin his rehabilitation. ‘I can’t 
imagine how I would feel if that 
had been Justin,’’ Race said. ‘‘His 
parents were going through hell. 
First to have something like this 
happen to your son, then to have 
him go off to another state for re- 
habilitation. On top of all of that, 
the cost involved in his treatment 
was going to be tremendous. I 
wanted to do something for the 
family. I wanted to be able to help 
somehow.’’ 

Although they had known Jeff, 
the Races had to introduce them- 
selves to the rest of the Wicina 
family. They offered their help, but 
at first they had no idea of what 
they could do. Later, Race decided 
to go to the.Kansas City wrestling 
promoters with the idea of having 
a “Jeff Wicina Night.”’ 

“T thought that we could get 
some really big names to sign,” 
Race said, ‘‘get a whole lot of peo- 


ple into the arena, and then ask 


them to give a little extra fora 


good cause. Jeff is a great kid, and 


his parents are good, honest peo- 
ple. This has been, and is gonna be 
for a long time to come, a hardship 
for everyone involved.”

I’m very proud to call these people 
my neighbors.” 

Race recently visited Jeff in Den- 
ver, where he is still undergoing re- 
habilitation. “I have been a 
professional wrestler for many 
years,” Race continued,. ‘‘and I 
have had my share of tough fights, 
but I have never had to face an 
opponent like the one Jeff is up 
against now. He has a long way to 
go. He has to learn to do every- 
thing all over again, the simplest 
things that we take for granted. It’s 
not gonna to be easy, and ‘he 
knows it, but he’s ready to fight it 
out. I’m confident that he’s gonna 
make it back. That’s just the kind 
of kid he is. He’s become an inspi- 
ration to me.”

HE NEWS CAME suddenly and 

terribly early on the moming of 
February 10. David Von Erich was 
found dead in his Tokyo hotel room, 
the victim of acute enteritis—a severe 
inflammation of the intestines. 

Von Erich was just beginning. a 
three-week tour of Japan. In fact, he 
hadn’t even wrestled in his first match 
of the tour. Joe Higuchi, a referee for 
All-Japan Pro Wrestling Association, 
discovered Von Erich in his room at 
the Takanawa Tobu Hotel. An ambu- 
lance was called, but police said the 
medical report indicated that Von 
Erich had died in his sleep an hour 
before the call was made. 

David was only 25 years old when 
he died, but in those 25 years he rose 
to the stature of hero not only in his 
home state of Texas, but in the hearts 


of wrestling fans across the country 
and around the world. The weeks fol- 
lowing the news of his death saw thou- 
sands of cards and letters from all over 
the world expressing their sympathy 
sent to the Von Erich family. 

David was bom in Lake Dallas, 
Texas, on July 22, 1958, the second of 
five Von Erich sons. He was a basket- 
ball and football star at Lake Dallas 
High School and attended North ~ 
Texas State on a basketball scholar- 
ship. After a year of college, David quit 
to become a professional wrestler. His 
debut match took place in the summer 
of 1977 against Gary Hart. 

“I really don’t know how I could 
have avoided professional wrestling as 
a career,’ David said in an interview 
shortly, after his debut. “I had grown 
up in a’wrestling atmosphere. My fa-

ther—well, everyone had heard about 
Fritz Von Erich for years. Wrestling is 
a part of my family, and I’ve always 
been a good athlete. It seemed natural 
for me to become a wrestler. Besides, 
Kevin needs someone to team with!”

David beat Hart very quickly and went 
on to beat Lewin as well! 

That incident ignited a feud between 
Hart and the Von Erichs that lasted 
for years. Hart brought many wrestlers 
to Texas over that time to try and run 
the Von Erichs out of the state. 
Bruiser Brody, John Studd, Gino 
Hemandez, The Great Kabuki, The 
Spoiler, and Ernie Ladd were just a 
few of the men that Hart sent in 
against David and his brothers. 

David’s excellence in Texas soon 
catapulted him to the top of the NWA 
ratings, and he found himself a peren- 
nial contender for the NWA World 


title. He wrestled for that title against 
Harley Race and Ric Flair. Though he 
never won the World title, he did suc- 
ceed in winning several regional singles 
and tag team titles during his short 
career. 

In 1979, David and Kevin combined 
to defeat the team of Bruiser~Brody 
and Gino Hernandez for the American 
tag team belts. Two years later, David 
won the Texas, State heavyweight 
championship from Hernandez. 

With his brother Kevin, David also 
held the U.S. tag team title, the World 
Class tag team belts, and the All-Asian 
tag team belts (defeating the team of 
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Shohei 
Tsuruta). 
With brothers Kevin and Kerry, Da- 
vid feuded with The Freebirds over the 
last couple of years, with the World 
Class Six-Man tag team championship 
changing hands between the two sides 
several times. p 
Alone, David would go on to hold, 
among other titles, the Texas cham- 
pionship four times, the Southern title 
(defeating Jack Brisco), and the United 
National belt (defeating Michael Hayes). 
David also defeated Ric Flair on 
September 16, 1983, for the Missouri

O ONE HAS to tell a veteran 

athlete when he’s getting stale. 
So when Bobby Heenan suggested 
Nick Bockwinkel watch a videotape 
of a recent match of Bockwinkel’s, 
the wrestler said it wasn’t neces- 
Sary. There was nothing he wanted 
to see on it. 

Bockwinkel had known for 
weeks what was happening. By 
concentrating on the two or three 
top contenders for his AWA belt, 
the champion had fallen into a rut. 
His tactics were becoming predict- 
able and his execution sluggish. He 
was keeping his championship by 
lesser and lesser margins. If this 
kept up, he’d soon be depending 
on luck to see him through. Cham- 
pions who depend on luck are 
quickly ex-champions. 

So Heenan, Bockwinkel’s man- 
ager, never showed the videotape to 
the wrestler. Instead, he sat across 
from Bockwinkel in Nick’s study 
and waited for Nick to say some- 
thing. Bockwinkel stared straight 
across at his manager and intoned, 
“Dino Bravo.” 
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Love him or hate him, Nick Bockwinkel has always been 
regarded as one of the most intelligent champions in wrestling 
history. Then why would he insist on wrestling Dino Bravo, a man 
whose style gives him more trouble than just about any other 
wrestler, when Bravo was not even a mandatory defense? 


“Without saying _—_ anything, 
Heenan put a contract on Bock- 
winkel’s desk. It had Bravo’s signa- 
ture already on it. As soon as 
Bockwinkel signed, the 
would be officially scheduled for 
Montreal. Bockwinkel’s smile was 
so tight that it looked as if it hurt 
to move his facial muscles. He 
signed. 

For Nick Bockwinkel,. wrestling 
Dino Bravo is like taking distasteful 
medicine. It’s something Bock- 
winkel must do but wishes he 
didn’t have to. Dino pushes Bock- 
winkel to the champion’s limits. 
More than once Nick has escaped 
with his title barely intact. Several 
of those times Bravo might have 
become AWA champion if it 
weren’t for Heenan’s interference. 

When Bockwinkel signs a match 
against Bravo, you can bet it’s be- 
cause Nick needs to do it. He never 
wants to wrestle Bravo.

Bravo, of course, is always de- 
lighted to get a chance at Bock- 
winkel. Not only does Dino long 
for the AWA World heavyweight 
championship, but the sweetest part 
of all would be to take it from 
Bockwinkel. To see the tricky 
Bockwinkel suffer the sight of Dino 


waving the AWA belt over his 
head would be Dino’s dream come 
true. Dino also knows the only rea- 
son Bockwinkel will wrestle him is 
for Nick to regain his champion- 
ship edge. That makes Dino’s task 
harder than any other challenger’s. 

The night’ of the match, Bock- 


winkel looked better than he had in 
months. Every nerve was alive. 
Even in the dressing room he 
moved with the grace of a stalking 
animal. Never was a man so anx- 
ious and ready for combat. Heenan 
never looked happier.

spot ... King Kong Bundy was ranked fifth in this category 
last month, but his feud with Precious Paul Ellering and his 
Legion of Doom has dropped him out of this category com- 
pletely. Indeed, Bundy was a close runner-up for the number 
10 spot in the Most Popular ratings ... The Iron Sheik’s feud 
with Sgt. Slaughter over the issue of American patriotism has 
bolstered Sheik’s standing two notches in this category—he 
is now rated sixth. 


A Dip Into The Mailbag: The following question comes 
from Louis Miraglia of Bronx, New York: “In a recent issue, 
the Top 10 ratings had Dusty Rhodes ranked’ at number 
three when he is not even a champion. When he is only 
ranked number three in Florida, why is he ranked number 
three in the world? Also, | believe Andre the Giant shouldn't 
be ranked second, because he won't wrestle any 
champions,” 

Louis raises two questions that get to the very heart of 
how the Top 10 ratings are determined. 

The Top 10 is determined by the editors of the magazine, 
and they are the most important ratings in wrestling. These 
rankings are made on the basis of ability, quality of opposi- 
tion, and won-lost records for the past month. There are 
three non-champions in the Top 10 this month: Andre the 
Giant, Dusty Rhodes, and Kerry Von Erich. But over the past 
month, they have demonstrated a level of excellence that 
demands they be recognized as three of the best wrestlers in 
the world. Andre the Giant, in. particular, has continued to 
maintain an undefeated record that makes him second only 
to the NWA World champion himself—Ric Flair. 

As for the rankings of Dusty Rhodes, Mr. Miraglia brings 
up a good point. But again, the fact that Dusty is ranked 
third in Florida has no bearing on whether he should or 
shouldn’t be considered for eligibility in the Top 10. 

It should also be pointed out that Dusty competes in areas 
other than Florida, including the Mid-Atlantic and the St, 
Louis areas. (You'll remember that in last month’s “Ratings 
Analysis” closeup on St. Louis, Dusty was ranked number 
five in that area.) 

Dusty doesn’t spend enough time in Florida over the 
course of a month to warrant his being rated higher than 
number three (or in this month’s ratings, number four), but 
the fact that he has a successful record not only in Florida 
but in several other areas of the country as well is enough to 
place him solidly in the Top 10. ,

Bockwinkel enjoys, a rare instance in the 
match in which he holds the upper hand 
(above left), But Dino soon regains the ad- 
vantage, applying a wraparound leglock on 
the champion (above right). 


Bravo was strangely calm in his 
dressing room, as if marshaling all 
his concentration on the coming 
bout. All the preparation was com- 
plete. Now he could only wait for 
the moment of battle. 

The two men entered the arena 
to loud but sharply different ova- 
tions. Bravo was greeted by cheers 
and Bockwinkel. strutted down the 
aisle to boos and catcalls. Once the 
two men were inside the ring, they 
stood and faced each other with a 
professional athlete’s sense of duty. 

At the bell, the two men warily 
came together. What happened 
then could better be described by 
epic’ poets than journalists. Like 
two thundering gods of war, they 
battled furiously for what. seemed 
strangely like both an instant and 
an eternity. At first, neither man 
could gain an advantage. Then 
Bockwinkel seemed to be in con- 
trol, only for Bravo to confound 
him.
